Two battalions 6f' the national guard 


surrounded the area, leaving a gap to- 
ward the Hue Royale, while mnltitndes 
of ragamuffins beat the cover.

Place Royale, where troops made a bat- 
tue of it, firing volleys. Three days con- 
secutively this operation \vas repeated, 
and raoro than'8,000' dead dogs lay in 
the place. 


A certain Gaspardin received orders 


to clear them away, nnd he, short of 
moans, applied for tho royal equipages.

ter years of the Duke of Wellington's 
life it was next to impossible to coax or 
•wheedle bis autograph out of him. All 
the stratagems used to get a reply from 
him to letters failed; he either did not 
answer them ot all or directed his pri- 
vate secretary to do so, and thus the fa- 
mous signature of "Wellington" became 
a rarity highly prized hy collectors.

price of silver precludes the possibility 
of the mine being worked at present 
and the village is almost deserted. The 
same conditions exist in numerous 
other camps in Humboldt county 


Lander county, which while silver 


was coined free, was one of the most 
prosperous, has several mining towns 
which are almost deserted—Galena and 
Lewis for example. 


Eureka and Elko counties would 


probably give employment to 2,000 men 
if silver was remonetized, and White 
Fine, Nye and Lincoln to as many 
more. 


Candelaria, Aurora and other once 


flourishing towns in Esmeralda county 
would, beyond question, revive and 
give employment to many. 


As to what the product of the mines 


would be and the proportion of gold 
and silver that each would yield the 
New will have to seek other sources of 
Information or remain in doubt, as it 
will haie to do regarding what free 
coinage " would add to oar per capita 
circulation." 


That the free coinage of silver would 


double the population of the State 
within a year, give employment at good 
wages to several thousand persons, in- 
crease the acreage under cultivation, 
result in the reclamation of arid lands 
and the storage of water, none only 
small politicians, who expect office, if 
ttw Republican wing of the Wall street 
brigade is in the ascendancy, and n few 
persons, like the editor of the News, 
who know very little about Nevada, 
doubt or dispute.

Factory Building*. 


One of the most perplexing problems 


that the mechanical engineer or the su- 
perintendent of a manufacturing estab- 
lishment encounters is the dovetailing 
of new buildings upon old ones so as to 
work in harmony with them and at the 
same time introduce such improve- 
ments as may be necessary. Frequently 
half a dozen buildings are erected on a 
large plot of ground, each building fac- 
ing in a way that seems most conven- 
ient at the time and without any particu- 
lar reference to the others. 
When the 


establishment has grown so that the 
available ground area must be nearly 
oo ,-erert over with buildings and each 
0119 ruust, either by shafting or belting, 
be concocted with its neighbor or with 
some central source of power, then the 
trouble arising from lack of harmony in 
the original structures makes itself felt 
in a most aggravating manner. It seems 
sometimes as though trouble had been 
created on purpose by those who first 
erected the shops, so aggravating and 
uncompromising do the buildings ap- 
pear. 
The moral therefore is that in 


putting up a shop it is well to think a 
long way ahead and to consider at least 
some of the most probable contingencies 
of the fntura—Gassier'B Magazine.

PIERCED THROUGH BY A DRILL. 


The Iron Entered His Back and Co .ne Oat 


Through His Bibs. 


They were discussing last night at a 


miners' boarding Louse the stubbing 
of Tom Lynch at the Bntte hotel, and 
n number of the cases of a similar na- 
ture- -wetc brought np in -which the in- 
jured men lecovered and weie as hearty 
as ever. 


"The most remarkable caio, though, 


that I ever bearj of," said Jerry Harri- 
gau, "was that of Fat Ktilligau, with 
whom 1 •worked for many -a year. 
In 


Jane, 1881, Mulligan was working at 
the Gray Rook, when the shaft ou that 
property was about 225 feet deep. Mnl- 
ligan wns one of the sinking crew, and 
one day the bucket which was used for 
taking ont the waste and water was be- 
ing hoisted to the surface. 
The backet 


was almost filled with water, and the 
shaft men, unknown to the topinan, pat 
sis dull drills in the backet to bo. sent 
on top to be sharpened. 
The topm.su 


dumped the water 111 a trough at the 
collar of the shaft without closing tho 
trapdoors on top, and one of the drills 
rolled ont, struck the trough and full 
off down tho shaft. It was an inch drill 
about two foot long and weighed about 
six pounds 


"Mulligan was in a stooping position 


when the drill struck him. 
It hit him 


back of the shoulder blade, passed clean 
throngh the body, narrowly missing his 
heart, and partly emerged from be- 
tween the ribs. Mulligan's horror strick- 
en companions in the shaft rushed to 
bis assistance, and were about to pull 
the drill out from his back when Mulli- 
gan calmly seized the lower end of the 
drill from where it protruded, and by a 
great effort palled it throngh his body 
and threw it down at his feet. 


"It was a wonderful exhibition of 


strength and fortitnde, but everybody 
who heard of the accident was confident 
that he could not survive. He hovered 
between life and death for about three 
weeks, and finally got apparently as 
•well as ever. Be worked for ten yean 
in the mines of Bntte and Granite, bnt 
finally met with a horrible death at the 
Anaconda mine on Nov. 4, 1891, by 
falling with eight others from the cagt 
while being hoisted from the mine."—
